State Senator John L. Wilson has 


introduced in the senate a bill to au- 
thorize any municipality owning nn 
electric power plant or water system. 
where such plant has no bonded in- 
debtedness, to use the profit toward 
payment of outstanding bonded in- 
debtedness of all street improvement 
districts within the limits of such mu- 
nicipality. 


Before the profit can be used the city 


council of such a municipality would 
be required to pass nn ordinance au- 
thorizing the expenditure of the profit 
from the power or water plant. 


Senator Wilson said Saturday that 


he believed the bill had a good chance 
to pass. 


Following is a copy of the bill:

"Section 1. Any municipality own- 


ing an electric power plant or a water 
system, where such plant or system has 
no bonded indebtedness, is hereby 
authorized to use the profit derived 
from the operation of said plant or 
system toward the payment of the 
outstanding bonded indebtedness of 
all street improvement districts with- 
in the limits of such municipality, as 
hereinafter provided.

When there are epidemics of scarlet 


fever in a community or in institutions 
where there are many children, such 
children should be vaccinated against 
this disease. For whooping cough and 
measles, the methods are not establish- 
ed and are used only when epidemics 
threaten. 


If a child or an adult is to travel in 


foreign countries where the food and 
water are not so well sanitated as they 
are in the United States, he is wise to 
guard against typhoid fever by taking 
the necessary injections.' 


Lockjaw is so serious that physicians 


generally recommend the use of inocu- 
lation whenever a child has been cut, 
injured by fireworks or suffers any 
other- type of injury in which tissues 
are broken and possibly contaminated 
with soil, clothing, or other materials 
which, may contain the lockjaw germ. 


We do not as yet recognize any spe- 


cific method of inoculation against the 
common cold. Certain vaccines are 
promoted for this purpose, but they 
still are considered highly experimen- 
tal, and are not recommended by the 
majority of doctors. 


With available methods of preven- 


tion, .sad ;wit|i ij»e, specific control of 
infectious diseases that is possible, the 
prevalence of diseases in the United 
States is a defiitie charge against the 
intelligence of its citizens, 


America seems to have more than 


35CMXW cases of meales, 200,000 cases of 
smallpox, 180,000 cases of scarlet fever, 
100,000 cases of mumps, and 200,000 
cases of whooping cough every year. 
It should be possible to cut down these 
figures exactly as we have such dis- 
eases as typhoid fever. 


Control of diphtheria is definitely in 


sight. With development of research 
and better understanding of these dis- 
eases, it is reasonable to predict that 
the future will see still more of the in- 
fectious diseases brought definitely un- 
der control.

This book will interest children 
up to 10. 


Mystery and adventure make "Ghost 


Ship," by Nora Burglon (Little, Brown: 
?2>, more than a story of Scandinavian 
customs. The background of the book 
is the routine, school-going, work-and- 
play life of two typical Norwegian 
peasant children. 


Through it run the twin riddles of a 


phosphorescent ship that terrorizes 
the seac.oast, and of their own father's 
lost fishing vessel. How Ingrid and 
her brother Sverre solve the mystery 
climaxes a book a§ spirited 'and brac- 
ing as the country it describes. 


"Afke's, Ten," by Ninke Van Hich- 


tum (Lippincott: 02), has been trans- 
lated from tne Dutch and is hailed in 
Europe as one of the finest interna- 


tional "good will" tsories for children. 


The book begins with the birth of 


Mother Afke's 10th child, and prog- 
resses through adventures involving 
each member of this Frisian village 
family. 


The accounts of how Klaus saves his 


pennies to buy his mother a skirt, how 
the little sisters go to the city and get 
themselves lost, how Wnt.se. the sol- 
dier-brother, takes the family on a 
fishing trip, are simple and real. 


: Effie Powe.r has collected folk tales 
from England, Ireland. Norway. Swe- 
den, and Czechoslovakia to compose 
"Stories That Shorten the Doad" (Dut- 
ton: ?1.50).

ized by an ordinance regularly adopt- 
ed by the council of said municipality. 


"Section 3. At the end of euch fiscal 


year of the operation of said munici- 
pally owned electric plant or water 
system, the profit from the operation of 
said plant or system shall be deter- 
mined and if the council of such mu- 
nicipality shall determine that said 
profit or a part thereof shall be used 
toward the retirement of the bonded 
indebtedness of all the street improve- 
ment districts within the limits of such 
municipality, then the council shall 
by said ordinance, as provided above, 
allocate said amount to the various im- 
provement districts within the limits 
of said municipality according to the 
following ratio; 


"The total amount ot' bond and in- 


terest maturities of all street improve- 
ment districts within such municipal- 
ity coming due during the particular 
year (the fiscal year for which the 
profit of said plant and system was 
determined) shall be determined, and 
the ratio which the total bond and 
interest maturities of any street im- 
provement district for said fiscal year 
bears to the total bond and interest 
maturities of all the street improve- 
ment districts for said fiscal year shall 
be the percentage used to allocate to 
each said street improvement district 
its proportion of the profit to be used 
for the retirement of the bonded in- 
debteUness of any said district. 


"Section 4. Said amounts so allo-

Cut Legislature 


Reduction of Splons to 52 


Proposed in the 


House 


LITTLE ROCK—(/I1)—A third pro- 


posal to reduce membership of the Ar- 
kansas legislature appeared in the 
house Friday. 


Rep. 
Joe Foster of Lonoke offered a 


resolution for submission of a con- 
stitutional amendment in 1938 to scale- 
down the number of general assembly 
members from 135 to 52. 


He proposed a house of 18 members, 


one from each judicial district, and a 
se»iate of 34, one from each senatorial 
district. 


Earlier in the session the house de- 


feated a joint resolution by Campbell 
of Garland to set up a unicameral or 
one-house legislature system of 50 
members. 


Machen and Hudnall of Columbia 


have a resolution pending in the house 
to limit house membership to 75, one 
from each county, and 
the senato I > 


25, districts to be fixed by the geiu'i.i] 
assembly. The constitutional amend- 
ments committee returned it without 
recommendation. 


The house acted Friday upon a score 


of bills and received 17 new ones be- 
fore adjourning until 10 a. m. Mon- 
day. 


It adopted, 75-0, a proposal by Ab- 


ington of White to provide for pay- 
ment of pensions to aged, 
blind, 


widows, orphans and others unable to 
obtain employment. 


Abington said his bill proposed to 


carry out social welfare plans in co- 
operation with the federal government. 
1*116 pensions would be paid on a half 
and half ba$!S by state and federal 
governments 
through 
matching of 


funds, the author of the bill asserted. 


Hjs measure provides for payment 


of ?3Q per month to aged 65 or over, 


or for man and wife, §40 per month 
with payment jointly of ?20 each. 


Compensation of $30 monthly is set 


forth for the blind, while payments to 


j widows with dependent children, or- 


i phans up to 14 years of age and eligible 


[ ex-service men would be paid not 


i more than $30 monthly.

1 of Greene won adoption 75 to 0 of their 
bill to empower chancery and circuit

Coleman cited occurences of "such 


nuisances" in his own county and said 
under the present laws officers could 
make arrests only in connection with 
disturbances about the places. 


The house approved eight senate ap- 


propriation measures, including a $2,- 
000,000 biennial highway turnback to 
counties. This bill was adopted, 81 
toO. 


Butt of Carroll, in what he described 


as an economy move, gained passage 
38 to 33 of an amendment to the senate 
appropriation bill for the state racing 
commission. 
Butt's amendment re- 


duces the racing commission secre- 
tary's salary from $3600 to $3000 a year. 


Senator Lake's measure proposing to 


levy a license tax on cash awards made 
at theaters on "bank night" came up 
for action in the house, but was with- 
drawn on a motion until next Tuesday. 


Arbaugh of Newton introduced a 


bill to permit operation of punch 
boards upon payment of 25 per cent 
of the gross amount of each board. 


With the assertion that many work- 


men and professional men had been 
placed on relief, Rep. Toney of Jef- 
ferson introduced a measure to reduce 
the occupation tax from $25 to $10. 


A bill for licensing funeral directors 


was introduced by Smith of Wood- 
ruff. 


Cunningham, of Hot Springs intro- 


duced an income tax bill to reduce 
exemptions for single persons from 
$1000 to $500, for married persons from 
$2500 to $1000 and double the rate for 
corporations, from two to four per cent 
on ixet incomes after exemptions.
